The apple crop in Indiana this year 
will only be about 40 per cent of what 
It was in 1897. the big apple year, ac­ 
cording to the figures of the state sta­ 
tistician. and the quality will be only 
poor to fair. 
Climatically considered. 
Indiana is a far better apple-raising 
country than Illinois, but it does not 
even "also run" with IUaois for crops 
of the luscious fruit 
This state only 
raises about half as many as her sister 
across the Wabash. 
In 1897. 637,740 
bushels of apples were raised in Indi­ 
ana. 
The principal reason the crop 
this year will only be about 40 per cent 
of that amount is that the farmers of 
the state take little interest in apple 
growing. 
Few’ of them have orchards 
of more than a few acres, whereas if 
they had orchards of fifteen, twenty- 
five or fifty acres, they would give the 
fruit unlimited care, and the result 
would be big apple crops. 
But your 
Indiana farmer will not raise anything 
other than wheat and corn these days, 
the statistician says. and there is 
every r< ason for his attitude.
